TEHRAN, March 16 (R.) — 

Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 

Friday ordered the suspension of 
aD political trials after cr iticism 
from Prime Minister Mehdi 
. Bazargan over a recent wave of 
executions. 

The “ Voice of the Revolu- 
tion ” radio broadcast a decree 
from the Ayatollah promising that 
the revolutionary courts, which 
have already ordered over 60 
executions since the monarchy 
was deposed last month, would be 
broaght under government con- 
troL 

The decision came only one day 
after the prosecutor demanded 
the death sentence for the Shah's 
prime minister for 13 years, Amir 
Abbas Hovedda. Officials at the . 
captors main Qasr Jail where the 
night-time trial began early 
Thursday said there had been no 
hearing Friday. 

The order, issued only hours 
after the new Iran’s 49th political 
execution was announced in 
Khomemfs home town of Qom 
Mod there was no urgency over 
carrying out sentences of the 
revdhitiotiary courts.

China says pullout 
of troops completed 


■ JPEKXNC, March 16 (Agencies) 

— Chinese troops Friday com- 
pleted their withdrawal from Vie- 
tnam, Foreign Minister Huang 
Hua said Friday night. 

Huang told a news conference 
that it now was hoped the two 
countries could settle their dis- 
putes through negotiations, and 
he noted that Hanoi had agreed to 
talks . 

' “ This is a welcome develop- 
ment, ” be said. 

Huang would not give casualty 
figures for the war, which began 
on Feb. 17. 

“ We do not wish nor do we find 
it necessary to make any 
announcement of the results, ** he 
said. 

But Vietnam Friday claimed 
that Chinese troops destroyed a 
railway line along a key transport 
corridor. 

Vietnam also accused China of 
planning to “ annex ” Laos, the 
one Indochinese nation that has so 
■ far been spared the fighting that 
' has wrecked Vietnam and Cam- 


bodia over the past three months. 

Laos, a landlocked country of 
a boat three million people, 
accused C hina of dispatching 
troops into its territory last week 
and planning to overthrow its gov- 
ernment, which has strong tiesto 
Vie tnam and the Soviet Union. 

Some analysts in Bangkok dis- 
co anted the allegations of Chinese 
armed incursions as propaganda 
but knowledgeable Indochina 
watchers say the Chinese ~ who 
have been well entrenched in 
northern Laos for almost two 
decades — may well attempt to 
fuel already existing anti- 
government insurgencies in that 
country. 

Hanoi's latest battle report said 
Chinese troops destroyed 26 sec- 
tions of a railway linking the pro- 
vincial capital of Lang Son with 
Dong Dang. 

Lang Son, less than 20 kilo met- 
ers from the frontier, was the site 
of probably the heaviest fighting 
of the war and lies on the historic 
gateway and invasion route from 
China. . 


they were approved, the Tehran 
court should suspend all trials. 

Provincial courts could con- 
tinue to pvt people on trial but no 
verdicts could be carried out with- 
out die approval of the Tehran 
court. 

These would have to conform 
with the new regulations, the 
statement added, effectively 
extending the suspension nation- 
wide. The Tehran court has 
been the most active so far in 
handing out death sentences. 

The Ayatollah said revolutio- 
nary courts were authorized to 
deal only with counter- 
re volutionary crimes and could 
not judge other offences. Sixteen 
people have been executed since 
last month’s uprising for sexual 
crimes after secret trials by 
revolutionary courts. 

Bazargan, once Chairman of the 
Iranian Human Rights Defence, 
Committee, criticized the secret 
trials and executions in a radio 
speech tins week, saying they were 
a disgrace. 

And Iran’s chief public pro- 
secutor Friday issued a statement 
renewing a Inn on unauthorized 
searches and arrests and wanting 
revolutionary guards that even if 
they were provided with warrants, 
they had no right to remove valu- 
ables or money from people’s 
homes. 

The move apparently sought to 
coordinate actions of various 
independent bodies which have 
carried out arrests and searches. 
Copies of all warrants must be sent 
to the public prosecutor's office, 
the statement added. 

After a wave of night-time 
arrests, the prosecutor said that in 
future all prisons would be 
instructed not to admit anyone 
arrested earlier than eight a. m. or 
later than 6 p. m. And also Friday, 
American feminist 1 Kate - MflJett, 
under ttmpgt of expulsion from 
Iran, held an impromptu press 
conference in a busy street after 
being refused permission to talk to 
journalists in a hotel. 

Speaking to a restricted number 
of correspondents in order not to 
attract too much attention, she 
said women fighting far then- 
rights in Iran were taking enorm- 
ous risks and faced real danger.

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S. Yemen army chief 
starts talks in Sanaa 

BAGHDAD, March 16 (AP) — The South Yemen Army Chief of 
Staff Ll CoL Saleh Abu Bak Husseinoon, arrived for peace talks, 
Friday in the North Yemeni capital, Sanaa, the official Iraqi news 
agency (INA) reported. 

The journey to North Yemen by the military leader of South 
Yemen marked a further advance in the reconciliation of the feuding 
states of the divided country. 

Husseinoon was accompanied by Syrian General Ibrahim 
Muhammad Youms, the leader of the Arab Military Truce Supervi- 
sion Committee, appointed by the Arab League, to help in the 
maintenance of the ceasefire already agreed to by the two Yemens 
last week. 

Lt Col. Saleh stated on arrival that hs government “ was eager to 
end the shedding of Yemeni blood since it is tbe,Yemeni people 
themselves who will benefit most from this, ’’ INA 
reported. 

The South Yemeni chief also praised the Arab League, particu- 
larly Iraq, Syria and Jordan, for their efforts to end the fighting, INA 
added in a dispatch from Sanaa. 

The two Yemens engaged in one of their frequent border flareups 
on Feb. 23. Fighting along the craggy mountainous border continued 
for nearly three weeks before the peacemaking efforts of the Arab 
League had an effect. 

Clearly worried by the development which pitted the North against 
the South, the Unified States last week announced urgent steps to 
rush warplanes and other military equipment worths 400 million to 
North Yemen. 

On Thursday, Two U-S. House of Representatives members urged 
President Jimmy Carter to let Congress decide whether the weapons 
sale to North Yemen, is really needed on an emergency basis. 

Carter waived Congress' power to veto the sale in 30 days, on 
grounds the weapons were needed on an emergency basis. 

But Rep. Leon Phnetta, (D. Calif.) introduced a resolution by 
winch die House would formally object to Carter's emergency action 
and urge the president to give Congress the 30-day review period. 

And Rep. Les Aspin (D. Wise.) said in a floor speech u The 
emergency is over.”

Soviet Union assails 
Israeli occupation 



UNITED NATIONS; -March 
16 (R) — The Soviet Union says it 
would support sanctions against 
Israel if it failed to comply with 
Security Council decisions on the 
occupied territories. 

Soviet Representative Oleg 
Troyanovsky also denounced the 
projected Egyptian-Israeli 
agreement during the continuing 
council debate on the occupied 
territories. 

“The course of separate deals in 
no way leads to universal peace as 
the participants in the trilateral 
talks have vainly been trying to 
have believed,” he said, referring 1 
to the United States -aided 
negotiations between Egypt and 
Israel. \ 

This coarse diverted attention 
from the task cf achieving a com- 
prehensive and just settlement 
and was desijped to support it by 
partial decisions which were 
“beneficial and advantageous 
only to the aggressor and the 
forces winch support him,” he 
said. 

The Soviet Union wholehear- 
tedly supported proposals made 
by various speakers which called 
for the council to condemn IsracTs 
policy in the occupied territories 
and to demand the cessation and 
rescinding of the “illegal actions 
which have previously been car- 
ried out in these territories.” 

It also backed calls for the coun- 
cil to set up a special body to see 
that its decisions were 
implemented- The Soviet Union 
was ready to support sanctions 


violating international law in its 
occupation of Arab lands, of war 
crimes and of trying to eliminate 
the Palestinians “as a nation.” 

Rcturing to the proposed 
Israeli-Egyptian agreement, he 
said a separate treaty encouraged 
Israel's expansionist ambitions 
and just made true peace more dif- 
ficult to attain 

He discounted the validity of 
any agreement dealing with the 
furore of the Palestinian people 
when ft is achieved without the 
participation of their legitimate 
representatives. 

Jamaican Ambassador Donald 
Mills attacked in his speech 
lyra efs r|aim p ^Tn^ypir benefits 
achieved for tire people of the 
occupied territories under Israeli 
occupation. 

He urged compliance with 
long-standing Security Council 
resolutions demanding Israeli 
withdrawal from territory 
occupied in the 1 967 war, the right 
of Palestinians to a national home- 
land, and establishment of condi- 
tions for all states in area to enjoy 
security, 1 territorial integrity and 
political independence. 


MIT ABUL KOUT. Egypt, 
March 1 6 (Agencies) — President 
Anwar Sadat, celebrating what be 
called “ the victory of peace” in his 
home village, declared Friday that 
the “real test” of the peace pro- 
cess will come after the signing of 
an Egyptian-Israeli treaty. 

The Egyptian leader also said 
be wa. ’ed to bold a triple-signing 
ceremony in Washington because 
“it is Carter's show.” 

At an impromptu news confer- 
ence at the graveside of his 
younger brother, a pilot killed in 
the 1973 Mideast war, Sadat 
spoke of negotiations that will fol- 
low the treaty signing on details of 
establishing self-rule for the Pales- 
tinians in the Israeli-occupied ter- 
ritories. 

“1 know (Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem) Begin will be raising 
hell as he always does, but, by 
God, 1 shall be raising bell for him 
also,” the Egyptian leader said. 

In Jerusalem, the Israeli cabinet 
postponed until Monday its final 
debate oh the peace treaty with* 
Egypt. Officially, a spokesman for 
Begin said the delay was due to the 
facr that the Prime Minister suf- 
fered from a cold and needed rest, 
but it was learned that some 
cabinet discord exists over details 
of file treaty. 

On Wednesday, the cabinet 
accepted two crucial compromises 
put forward by President Carter to 
pave the way for a treaty with 
Egypt, and set Sunday for a final 
decision on the treaty as a whole. 
The cabinet debate Monday was 
not expected to hold up par- 
liamentary debate on the pact, 
scheduled for Wednesday. 

Sadat told reporters the real test 
of the peace will -Start after the 
signing, not the signing itself, 
yWng, “Begin didn’t heed this 
before but thank God he has now 
recognized ft.” 

The Egyptian leader said Begin 
had proposed that a Hebrew ver- 
sion of the treaty should be signed 
in Jerusalem and an Arabic copy 
m Cairo after the document is 
initialed in Washington. 

“I prefer to sign the whole thing 
in the ceremony with Jimmy Car- 
ter,” Sadat said. “Jimmy Carter 
has done it. Let us be dear. The 
show is his show. It is neither me 
nor Begin.” 

Sadat praised the American 
president for his “eleventh hour” 
negotiating, which produced the 
breakthrough that is expected to 
culminate in the si gnin g. 

Sadat described the 16 months 
of talks with the Israelis as “very 
bard negotiation and experie nc e" 
and sand be (fid not want to 
“minimize or lessen toe difficul- 
ties” that lie ahead.

Israeli court rejects 
Arab landowners 9 plea 


TEL AViy, March 16 (Agen- 
cies) — The Israeli Supreme 
Court has rejected petitions by 
Arab landowners on the occupied 
West Bank challenging the seizure 
of two tracts of land by the military 
government for use as Jewish set- 
tlements. 

The ruling Thursday said the 
military government had the right 
to take the land for security 
reasons and- that settlements were 
an internal part of IsraeFs security 
needs. 

The petitions were filed by 12 
Arab landowners to El-Birch, five 
miles north of Jerusalem, and by 
13 landowners at Tubas, 19 miles 
northeast of Jerusatem. 

The petition argued that the 
military government had no right 
to expropriate the land for dvtHan 
settlements, only for military 
ramps. The land was taken several 


years ago and compensation has 
not been paid. 

When plans were announced 
for settlements to be set up at the 
rites, the Arab landowners got a 
temporary injunction to halt con- 
struction until the high court could 
hear the rase. 

"This is lawful, according to the 
military law in force in the 
occupied territory and does not 
contravene international law. as 
laid down in The Hague Conven- 
tion, concerning occupied ter- 
ritories." the judges claimed. 

They said that whereas the 
establishment of a settlement, 
even a civilian settlement, served 
the military and security require- 
ments of the occupying forces, this 
(fid not necessarily imply an inten- 
tion to deprive forever the land- 
owners of their land.

Inquiry finds Belfast police brutality 


I -pN DON. March — An 

official British inquiry, headed by 
a senior judge, reported Friday 
that there had been instances of 
brutality against guerrilla suspects 
in Northern Ireland. 


The investigation determined 
that there were cases were medical 
evidence indicated injuries sus- 
tained during detention were not 
self-inflicted. 

"This is indicated bevond ail 


doubt by the nature, severity, sites 
and number of separate injuries in 
one person” the report said. “An 
example would be hemorrhage 
into the eve, a swollen nose, a cut 
lip and multiple bruises on various 



parts of the body, all in one pris- 
oner.” 

The inquiry, headed by a judge. 
Harry Bennett, said there were 
other cases where complaints of 
physical ill-treatment during 
interrogation were clearly fabri- 
cated and others where the 
injuries were undoubtedly self- 
inflicted. 

The three-man inquiry team, 
which included a former police 
chief inspector and a professor of 
clinical neurology at London Uni- 
versity, was appointed by the gov- 
ernment last year after charges of 
brutality brought by Amnesty 
International, the London-based 
human rights group. 

Controversy was further 
aroused by allegations during the 
past week by a police surgeon. Dr. 
Robert Irwin, that over three 
years he had examined some 150 
terrorist suspects from the Cast- 
le re agh interrogation center out- 
side Belfast who he said had been 
beaten up by detectives. 

Britain's Northern Ireland 
Office complained that the televi- 
sion program, in which Irwin 
made his charges was predictably 
one sided saying it did not touch 
on the violations of human rights 
embodied in murders, tortures, 
“knee -cappings.” bombings and 
maimings carried out by the Provi- 
sional Irish Republican Army. 

Sources reported the committee 
recommended several major 
changes in police procedure to 
prevent abuses and safeguard sus- 
pects held at Castlereagh, includ- 
ing greater access by their lawyers 
and closed-circuit television 
monitoring of interrogations.

Newsmen see Maze protestors 


BELFAST. March 16 (AP) — 
Reporters have been admitted for 
the first rime to the Maze Prison, 
where 375 Irish Republican Army 
guerrillas live in self-inflicted 
degradation — naked, bearded 
and unwashed — to protest being 
treated as common criminals. 

The prisoners, called “men on 
the blanket” because they wear 
only blankets, are trying to force 
the government to give them back 
political prisoner status, which 
was abolished March 1, 1976. 

During the tour Thursday, pris- 
oners screamed insuits and 
slogans and gestured obscenely 
through the barred windows of 


44 casualties announced 
in China Trident crash 


PEKING March 16 (R) — 
China Friday put the number of 
casualties in Wednesday’s Trident 
airliner crash at 44 — less than a 
quarter of the number originally 
feared killed. 

An official Foreign Ministry 
statement did not differentiate 
between deaths and injuries, 
merely referring to casualties. 

Neither did it say how many of 


the casualties were suffered on the 
ground when the plane crashed 
into a factory shortly after taking 
off from a military airfield in Pek- 
ing’s western suburbs. 

The statement said the crash 
was caused by “negligence in a test 
flight after repairs.” This was 
taken to mean negligence on the 
part of the flight crew rather than 
that of ground maintenance work- 
ers.

Several hundred inmates of the 
Maze have refused for more than a 
year to wash or use lavatories, 
smeared their own excreta over 
cell walls and floors, rejected 
prison garb and dressed only in 
blankets.

It would be like 
giving freedom to every person in 
the streets to go out and blaze 
away," said Britain's Northern 
Ireland Office. 

But 572 other prisoners in the 
Maze have political prisoner 
status because they were impris- 
oned before the special classifica- 
tion was ended. They are allowed 
to live in groups divided by relig- 
ion and wear their own clothes. 

After his visit to the Maze. 
Peter Martin, Belfast bureau chief 
for the Irish newspaper "The Cork 


Examiner.” said reporters were 
not allowed to talk with prisoners. 
So. “in all fairness I couldn’t get 
any impression about the allega- 
tions of brutality made by prison- 
ers against prison officers. The 
government seemed to go out of 
its way to show that despite the 
protest they are trying to handle 
the prisoners in a humanitarian 
way.” 

Prison officials said allowing the 
prisoners to be interviewed would 
further IRA propaganda. Repor- 
ter Ian Graham said, "the hospital 
doctor told us that the prisoners 
were not falling ill from their 
actions because they are not mix- 
ing. They are living with their own 
bugs." The doctor also said the 
prison staff has. on occasion, forc- 
ibly cut the prisoners’ hair and 
deloused them. 

Graham, chief reporter in Bel- 
fast for the British Press Associa- 
tion. wrote; “The^tench hits us at 
the door. Inside the solid wooden 
door and heavy iron security 
gates, the air hung heavy with the 
pungent smell of human feces. 
The 375 convicted men, including 
12 Loyalists (Protestants) who 
refuse to wear prison clothing but 
who do wash, have created 
actro cious conditions for them- 
selves."

Also in 1970, the Irving Whale, 
a crude ofl barge, sank off Prince 
Edward Island in September with 
1 . 1 million gallons of thick bunker 
oil aboard. That vessel remains at 
the bottom, untouched with her 
full cargo still aboard. She is 
periodically inspected by envi- 
ronment department officials to 
determine her bull is still intact.

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WHAT PEACE ? 


Someone once described happiness as the ratio of achievements to 
aspirations. Under this definition the Arab world must be a very 
unhappy place indeed. 

At the outset of President Anwar Sadat's peace offensive 16 
months ago. many Arabs — in varying degrees of frankness — hoped 
that the Egyptian leader would succeed in bringing to an end the bitter 
hatred and violence that have plagued the area in the last three 
decades. The Arabs — without exception — would like to see peace 
return to ap area that is in desperate need of it. and would like to see 
the huge sums of money that go into maintaining existing war 
machines serve the staggering development needs of the area. The 
proposed peace treaty between Egypt and Israel makes that dream 
more distant than ever. 

What do the Arabs hope for ? 

The Palestinians have consistently maintained that the peace they 
want must be based on the establishment of an independent state and 
the restoration of the right to live as a free and independent people. 
The self-rule envisaged by the treaty does little to satisfy those alms, 
and to expect any Palestinian to accept the plan is naive at best. 
Another thorny Palestinian issue neatly ignored is the question of 
repatriation. Israeli leaders have gone on record in denying the 
Palestinians living abroad the right to return to their own country. 

Syria and Jordan, who together with Egypt bore the brunt of 
lsraers adventurism, also want the restoration of Palestinian rights 
and the return of occupied territories lost in the 1967 war. Now 
described as warmongers by the Americans and Israel, the two 
northern Arab neighbors are probably in the greatest need of peace 
considering their meagre resources and the resulting strain of main- 
taining war economics. Confrontation states want peace more than 
anybody else, but the peace they seek must be a just and permanent 
one. The Egypt ian-israeli treaty lacks the ingredients to convince 
them of the merits of joining in. 

Lebanon, although .never directly involved in the Arab-lsraeli 
wars, has suffered more than most from the ongoing conflict and the 
upcoming treaty promises further suffering. Israel has kept its " war 
option ” open through its direct involvement in the Lebanese con- 
flict. and if fears oF Israeli intentions to " punish ” Syria prove 
founded. Lebanon will be the most likely ground for Israel’s “ pun- 
ishment. ” 

The rest of the Arab world and the “ support states ” — in addition 
to their desire for the return of occupied territories, particularly 
Jerusalem — have for long financed the Arab war effort and have 
provided Palestinians and other Arab victims of the conflict with 
refuge and employment even when that was difficult Again the 
treaty fails to promise any changes, and their lack of enthusiasm is 
hardly surprising. 

We can only hope that the situation is not beyond repair, and that 
the region will be spared the looming tragedy.

But the fact that the war game 
planners didn't consider it worth- 
while altering their long-arranged 
plans shows that the two feel that 
North Korea has yet to prove its 
sincerity al the conference table. 

In fact. "Team Spirit ‘7**’ was 
arranged well south of (he sensi- 
tive Demilitarized Zone and. 
according to officials, was a purely 
defensive training exercise 
designed tu facilitate combined 

operations I including deployment 
of American land, sea and air 
forces from ouLside Korea) in the 
event of a new invasion of the 
South. 

The Koreans provided 100,000 
men and the Americans the 
remaining 40,000. including part 
of the Hamaii-based 25th Army 
Division, a missile battalion from 
Oklahoma. .Marines from the 
Japanese island of Okinawa and 
Navy ami Air Force fighter squad- 
rons. 


The exercise was held against 
the backdrop of a sudden upward 
revision of the potential military 
threat posed by North Korea. 

Pyongyang's army, eternally 
poised for a drive south through 
the heavily-guarded DMZ. is now-

430.000. It also apparently has 
550 tanks more than was thought. 

U.S. intelligence re -assessment 
of its various sources of informa- 
tion led to the upward revision, 
which poisuaded President Carter 
to suspend for the rime being 
planned withdrawals of U.S. 
forces from Korea. 

Some sources, in fact, believe 
the sudden discovery of tens of 
thousands of extra North Korean 
troops in a godsend to the presi- 
dent, enabling him to get out grace- 
fully of a controversial campaign 
promise to pull virtually all of 
America's 40.000 military per- 
sonnel out of the North Asian 
front line. 

There have been continuous 
rumblings in the U.S. General 
Staff as well as among allies — 
notably the Japanese who are 
ultra-sensitive to any signs of 
weakening' U.S. resolve. 

This is particularly applicable 
now with the Soviet strategic chal- 
lenge growing daily in the north- 
ern Pacific, Southeast Asian wat- 
ers and the Indian Ocean. 

Obviously, the 32.0U0 Ameri- 
cans still left in Korea could not do 
much to stop an all-out Northern 
invasion. But they arc important 
nevertheless, carrying with them 
the virtual cast-iron promise that, 
in the event of a new Korean war. 
the United States will be fully 
committed militarily from the very 
beginning. 

The North Korean Defense 
Ministry indignantly accused the 
U.S. and South Korea of an "into- 
lerable challenge and insult” in 
snubbing a Pyongyang proposal to 
end all hostile military actions on 
both sides of the DMZ. including 
war games, by March 1. 

Still, the outlook may not be all 
bleak. Ping-pong diplomacy, 
which did so much for the U.S^and 
China, may also lead to a thaw in 
Korea. A Southern team is 
scheduled to play in (he World 
Table Tennis Championships in 
Pyongyang al the end of April 
a nd. in fact, the two countries have 
discussed the idea of a joint team.

NEW DELHI — 

Alexei Kosygin wore his famil- 
iar frown when he arrived on an 
official visit to India last week and 
— perhaps symbolically — was 
all smilesat his departure six days 
later. 

Kosygin must have left India 
well satisfied if, as diplomats were 
saying, he wanted assurances that 
Moscow' s three-decade friend- 
ship with India was still strong. 

The 75-year-old Communist 
leader said just before boarding 
his jet for Moscow that he had 
been able to confirm the "mutual 
respect, confidence and trust” 
between India and the Soviet 
Union. 

"We have agreed more than 
anybody else could,” Prime Minis- 
ter Morarji Desai told reporters. 

Western diplomats here seem 
ready to take at face value the 
principals' statement that Indo- 
Soviet relations are alive and well. 

“In times of stress, it is natural 
for India to feci comfortable” in 
its traditional embrace with Mos- 
cow, said one observer who has 
followed the situation for years. 

The current stress was brought 
by a series of recent developments 
reinforcing India's need for con- 
tinued cozy ties with the Soviet 
Union. 

These were the instillation of a 
pro-Soviet regime in nearby 
Afghanistan last year, the ouster 
of the Shah of Iran, instability in 
Pakistan, China's attack on Viet- 
nam and troubles with the United 
States over the supply of uranium 
fuel for an American-built atomic 
reactor in India. 


When he became prime minis- 
ter in 1 977, Desai proclaimed an 
Indian policy of "genuine 
nonaiignment" and an end to the 
“special relations’ with the Soviet 
Union, often mentioned by his 
predecessor, Indira Gandhi. 

Two years later. Indian officials 
avoid the term "special relations" 
but declare lhaL as External 
Affairs Minister A.B. Vajpayee 
said. "Soviet Russia occupies an 
important place in our interna- 
tional relations.” 

The Indians say that relations 
are better with rhe United States 
and certainly no worse with the 
Soviet Union. 

Moscow is given high marks for 
adjusting to a relationship in 
which Indian needs get more rec- 
ognition. Thus, the Indian side is 
welcoming the new 10-to-15 year 
economic agreement signed by 
Kosygin as giving “new dimen- 
sions” to ties that both countries 
desire to promote. 

Local officials said the pact 
promotes Indian self-reliance by 
providing for factories to be paid 
for by part of the production. It 
differs from aid from other 
sources in which India “is left on 
its own tn repay," one said. 

Troubles over the supply of 
American nuclear fuel for the 
U.S. r built atomic power station at 
Tarapur. near Bombay, have 
prompted India to talk of turning 
to new sources if the 1963 Indo- 
U.S. fuel supply agreement is 
broken. The Soviet Union is men- 
tioned as a potential source. 

The joint co mmuniq ue cond ud- 
ing Kosygin's visit found “great 
significance in the development of 


Indo- Soviet cooperation in the 
field of peaceful uses of atomic 
energy." 

The supply of American 
uranium is threatened by the new 
U.S. Nuclear Proliferation Act 
forbidding shipments to countries 
such as India that refuse to open 
their entire nuclear programs to 
international inspection. 

Desai says this is discrimi- 
natory. The Soviet Union reserves 
the right to inspect projects it sup- 
plies, but not a country's entire 
nuclear program. 

With their attack on Vietnam, 
the Chinese removed almost 
overnight a question of major 
concern to Moscow, the possibility 
of a thaw in relations between 
India and China, cool since their 
1962 border war. 


Vajpayee was actually in China 
on a normalization mission when 
the Chinese attacked last month. 
Embarrassed, he cut short his stay. 
The Indians were especially 
offended by Chinese talk of 
"teaching a lesson” to Vietnam, 
reminiscent of statements during 
the 1 962 war with India. Chinese 
timing couldn't have been better 
for the Kremlin. By the time 
Kosygin arrived. Desai agreeably 
joined him in a joint declaration 
calling for immediate, uncondi- 
tional and total withdrawal of 
Chinese forces from Vietnam. 


Indian officials listened without 
em harassment while Kosygin in 
speech after speech called China a 
criminal aggressor.

David 1. 

But while the dazzled public 
agonized with the media commen- 
tators over the grave risks the 
president was taking, there were 
some observers, including some 
knowledgeable government offi- 
cials, who were not quite convin 
ced. Indeed, they saw the risk not in 
the failute but in the success of the 
president's attempt to get an 
Egyptian -Israeli treaty signed. 

It is worth considering this skep- 
tical view of President Carter's 
words and actions. At the outset 
the question is raised whether or 
nor a bilateral Egyptian -Israeli 
treaty, far from bringing about 
peace and stability to the Middle 
East, is likely in fact to increase 
regional instability and prepare 
the ground for renewed conflict.

China’s long-term strategy?

BANGKOK — 

The firing appears to be draw- 
ing down in the nearly month-old 
war between China and Vietnam, 
but some analysts believe the 
Chinese invasion was only the 
opening round of Peking’s 
attempts to slowly exhaust pro- 
Soviet Indochina into submission. 

Vietnam was already deep in 
economic distress and military 
entanglements without Peking’s 
armed intervention. 

The Sino- Vietnamese border — 
on land and sea — bristles with 
•pretexts for renewed Chinese 
attacks. Peking has already 
warred that its troops might have 
to return to "punish” Hanoi if 
alleged Vietnamese border viola- 
tions continue. 

That is not the only problems 
facing Hanoi 

In less than three months, 
Indochina has come under 
Hanoi" s dominion, an old dream 
that is a new burden. 

Between 70,000 to 100,000 
Vietnamese troops are tied down 
in Cambodia fighting the tough 
guerrillas of the toppled regime' — 
and the onset of the monsoon 
rains, the dread of conventional 
armies in Indochina, is only a 
month away. The monsoons will 
turn many of the Vie tnamese -held 
towns into islands and the roads 
into mud tracks, giving an edge to 
the quick-striking, small units of 
the rebels. 

At best, military analysts say, 
the Vietnamese will face an 
expensive logistical nightmare in 
supporting their modem, mechan- 
ized army throughout the country. 

Vietnamese forces in Laos have 
been helping the Vientiane gov- 
ernment put down three-year-old 
insurgencies and are now fared 
with the possibility that China will 
support the dissidents to further 
dissipate Hanoi's energies and tie 
down its troops. 

Laos has ordered several 
thousand Chinese technicians to 


leave the country but even if they 
depart, Chinese influence will be 
hard to erase in areas of northern 
Laos bordering China. 

The Chinese have been well- 
entrenched in the northern pro- 
vinces of Phong Saly and Nam Tha 
since late 1961-when they began 
constructing roads south from the 
frontier into the Laotian heart- 
land. 

"Even if the Chinese were 
forced out they would have good 
fines of communication to come 
back by different means. They 
have treated the local people well 
and have support,” one' diplomat 
said. 

Laos, Vietnam and the Soviet 
Union have charged that the 
Chinese are putting pressure on 
Vientiane and are training and 
supporting rebellions hill tribe 
minorities. 

Hanoi" s media have repeatedly 
accused China of aiming to subdue 
Indochina. There is every indica- 
tion that the Vietnamese take 
their own propaganda seriously 
and that they fear a Chinese with- 
drawal will not necessarily end the 
conflict. 

At about the same time as Pek- 
ing announced it would pull out its 
troops, Vietnam declared general 
mobilization and put its economy 
on practically a war footing. Viet- 
nam’s military leaders were forced 
to rush substantial number of 
troops from Cambodia, southern 
Vietnam and Laos to the north — 
moves that Peking bad presum- 
ably counted on to relieve the 
pressure on their ousted allies in 
Cambodia and to keep Vietnam 
running ragged. 

Just how much the actual Chin-

* The recent increases in the 
price of oil by OPEC were the 
result of “sizeable losses on 
account of the growing deteriora- 
tion of currency.” Tunisia, while 
not a member of OPEC, produces 
about 90,000 barrels a day and has 
raised its oil prices along with the 
neighboring states of Libya and 
Algeria. 

The prime minister said the 
change in government in Algeria 
following the death of President 
Houan Boumedicne had marked 
no change in Tunisia's relations 
with its western neighbor, which 
one Tunisian diplomar described 
as “correct." 

“The possibilities for promoting 
Tunisian- Algerian cooperation 
remain the same as they were 
before,” Nouira said. “They are. 
in fact, wide and numerous.” 

While offering to undertake 
“any action” to reconcile the Sah- 
ara adversaries, Nouria added, “ of 
course, if we are asked to.” At one 
point. French government sources 
said a meeting was likely between 
Morocco's King Hassan and 
Algeria’s President Benjedid 
Chadli, but Algeria turned down 
the offer and King Hassan has 
since reaffirmed his country's 
claim to the former Spanish territ- 
ory. 

On the- PLO, Nouira said the 
organization had been in contact 
with his government since the 
November meeting in Washington 
to express “their approval and 
satisfaction” with the Carte r- 
Nouira communique. 

“If you refer to this document.” 
Nouira said, “you will find no 
trace of such a slogan as ‘Good- 
bye, PLO.’ Quite on the contrary. 
It asserts with clarity the legiti- 
macy of the Palestinian people's 
rights, or, to put it in clearer terms, 
the rights of all the Palestinians 
fighting for their cause whether 
within or without Palestine itself.” 

Ttinisia, whose population of six 
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million is 99 per cent Muslim has 
operated as a largely secular stale 
since winning its independence in 
1 956. The labor unrest leading up 
to the 1978 riots, however, first 
flared during Ramadan in 1977, 
when labor union militants in Sfax 
attacked cafes serving food and 
beverages during the fasting 
month. 

Aside from this one incident, 
there has been nothing in 
Tunisia's recent history even 
remotely similar to the Iranian 
religious reaction to the govern- 
ment of the Shah. Nouira said that 
a “fundamental difference in the 
social structures of Iran and those 
of the Maghreb countries" made a 
North African repeat of Iran's 
revolution unlikely. 

“When we consider that the 
religious movement has been the 
sole organizing force behind this 
revolution," he said, “it is no sur- 
prise that this movement should 
have served as a unifying factor of 
all the Iranian people, or at least 
the majority. 

“In the Arab Maghreb,” Nouira 
continued, “ the situation is differ- 
ent. The political forces here fol- 
low a natural process. They have 
been molded in the cast of the 
struggle for independence. 

“The religious element has had 
its share in buttressing our politi- 
cal objective, and in fashioning 
our model of fighting for political, 
economic and social liberation. 
(But) there is a fundamental dif- 
ference in the social structures of 


Iran and those of the Maghreb 
countries. Neither in Tunisia nor 
in the other countries of the Mag- 
hreb can we find a religious power. 

“We are all Sunni Muslims and 
there are no specific power groups 
here," Nouira concluded. “Islam 
is the religion of equality and fair 
distribution of opportunities. Wc 
have no such things as distinct 
sects, or any preference for one 
sect against another. Such is the 
difference, all the difference bet- 
ween us and Iran.” 

The Destour Socialist Party has 
ruled Tunisia continuously since 
1956. when the country won its 
independence from France. The 
leader of that struggle for inde- 
pendence, Habib Bourguiba. has 
been president since 1 957 and was 
elected preside nt-for-life in 1 974. 

Nouira, in addition to his duties 
as prime minister, is secretary 
general of the DSP and has been 
officially designated as Bour- 
guiba's successor in the role of 
president. 

The 1978 riots were the most 
serious challenge to the govern- 
ment since 1 956. They had been 
simmering for some time, how- 
ever. before they manifested 
themselves in violence. 

“The political problem did not 
arise until well after liberation,” 
Nouira said. “In effect certain 
minority groups separated them- 
selves from the Party and tried, 
through political actions, I would 
not say to destroy the Party’s cre- 
dibility, but at least to try to.” 


The "minoritv” was led bv 
Habib Achour. the former secret- 
ary general of the UGTT. Achour 
was tried and imprisoned last year 
for his role in the January' general 
strike and rioting. 

"What is the political thinking 
of that small group?” Nouira 
asked. “Myself. 1 do not know. 1 
would even say that, as far as (heir 
statements seem to know. I would 
even say that, as far as their state- 
ments seem to indicate, their poli- 
tics are those wc ourselves pursue. 
And even when they formulate a 
definite doctrine, it comes out 
merely as very generalized 
slogans, which are bandied about 
wildly. Thus it is certainly not a 
defined political thesis, but more 
an action aimed at seizing power.” 
Nouira traced the UGTTs dis- 
sent with the government to the 
1 97 1 congress of the DSP. He said 
the labor organization had been 
“infiltrated by elements such as 
the Marxist-Lcninists or Com- 
munists.” and that the UGTT 
heated up its political activism 
under leftist influences “ail 
through the years W76. 1 977 and 
until early 1978.” 

“Wage demands were beyond 
the possibilities of business enter- 
prises, beyond the possibilities of 
the nation's economy, and they 
began to look more like harass- 
ment than legitimate wage 
claims." he said. 

The UGTT was in many ways a 
branch of the Destour Socialist 
Party, and Achour used to meet at 
least twice a week with Nouira to 
discuss labor-government rela- 
tions. So whcnAnchourumed his 
attentions increasingly to political 
actions — which, under Tunisia's 
laws, were illegal — the govern- 
ment at first did nothing to stop 
him. according to Noura. 

“But when it went beyond the 
national context and reached 
other countries — we were aware 
of contacts having been made with 
foreign countries, agreements 
entered into between them, a 
favorable reception from a head of 
a foreign state to a possible 
refugee in that country from the 
UGTT — the matter was becom- 
ing compromising," Nouira said. 

The foreign country in question 
was Libya, where Achour and Col. 
Moammar Oaddafi met in late 
1977 and where Muhammad 
Masmoudi, a former Tunisian 
cabinet minister who worked for a 
political union between Tunisia 
and Libya in 1 974. was in exile as 
an opponent of Nouira's govern- 


ment. 

“The explosion, or rather the 
insurrection of 1978. which 
degenerated into pillaging, arson, 
attacks on property and people,” 
Nouira said, "was of course 
intended to bring down the regime 
and replace it with another form of 


society.” 

Though Nouira insisted that the 
political consequences of the Jan. 
26 insurrection were " insignific- 
ant,” he did allude to their effect 
on Tunisia's hods politic. 

Aslfcd if the government 
intended to release Achour from 


prison, Nouira replied; "Only ifci 
head of state's intervention ern 
shorten or end the time he has to 
serve. Let us say that the wounds 
caused by the riots of 2h January 
(1978) have nor yet heated and 
the damage has not vet been

WASHINGTON — Airline 
passengers 10 years from now will 
step into planes with longer but 
less swept-back wings, which may 
have ultra-smooth plastic skins 
and “wingiets" that Jut straight 
up from the wing tips. 

Fuselages, rather than becom- 
ing more smooth, however, may 
look like a rhinoceros with wrink- 
led skin, at least in sections. Cor- 
rugated grooves along the forward 
section of the body, and'waviness 
aft of the wings, promise less drag 
than today's airplane skins. 

In the "7? years of the aviation 
age. the emphasis has been to 
always fly faster, higher and 
farther. Now. for air transports in 
particular, designs that save fuel 
and cut down noise are getting 
priority attention. 

The next generation of airliners 
will not have wings that pivot or 
are more swept back, but rather 
the wings will be longer, narrower 
and less swept-back than today's 
transports. John M. Klineberg of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said. 


“We are not predicting what the 
next generation aircraft will look 
like”* said Klineberg. # who is 
deputy chief of NASA s office of 
aeronautics and space technology. 
“But the new technology NASA is 
developing -means they could have 
such features if their designers opt 
for it."

Other new features that will not 
affect the apearance of the aircraft 
include yse of so-called composite 
and super-plastic* materials as 
weight-saving metal substitutes in 
body and even engine sections, as 
well as in the wings and tails. 

The coming Boeing 767 air- 
liner, a twin-engine, twin-aisle 
plane due to begin service in the 
early 1980s, wiO save one ton in 
weight by using such structural 
plastics, according to a report by 


“The same kind of improve- 
ment in performance can be 
achieved by adding wingiets,” 
which are short wing sections 
attached vertically at the end of 
the horizontal wings, he said. 
“They look like sails and they act 
like sails, in a way.” 


In-flight tests of wingiets on an 
Air Force KC-135. the tanker ver- 
sion of the Boeing 707, will begin 
this summer. 


The drag is minimal when the 
air flow is smooth, or “laminar, 
but increases enormously when 
the air begins to tumble and 
become turbulent. On today’s 
wings, the turbulence begins 
almost immediately after the air 
hits the leading edge. At most 2 
per cent to 5 per cent of the sur- 
face enjoys laminar flow, 
Klineberg said. 


like a corrugated roof, with long;

Another design would make

One solution, proved in princi- 
ple a decade ago by NASA, is to 
drill many small holes into the wing! 
where the turbulent flow occurs, 
and then suck that turbulent air 
with pumps into the wing itself (to 
be “dumped" overboard later). 
Smooth flow could be maintained 
over 90 per cent of the wing sur- 
face this way. 


In-flight tests found the holes 
dog easily, however, and the 
required pumps and ducting 
equipment added weight, cost and 
maintenance problems that dis- 
couraged further work then, 
Klineberg said. Hoyever, with 
improved technology, it's clear 
that this “active laminar flow con- 
trol" is feasible, he said. 




“Evolution rather than revolu- 
tion is the password into the 
1990s, " Klineberg said in an 
interview that expanded on tes- 
timony he gave and a technical 
paper he delivered to an Ameri- 
can Institute of Aeronautics and 
Astronautics meeting this month. 
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A simpler solution, called 
natural laminar flow control, is 
also being investigated. It needs 
no elaborate equipment, only an 
ultrasmooth wing surface.

The most dramatic — certainly 
the most visible — change on the 
horizon for commercial airliners 
will be in the wings. 


Instead of the relatively wide 
and 35-degree sweep wings of 
today, tomorrow will bring 
“higHer aspect” wings that are 
longer, thinner and have sweeps of 
about 27 degrees, according to 
Klineberg. These “advanced 
supercritical wings," he said, can 


The modified KC- 135 will have 
wingiets 3 meters tall rising from 
the tips of the ordinary 20-meter- 
long wings. Each winglet will be 
1 .8 meters wide where it joints the 
wing, and taper to a half a meter at 
its top. 

The wingiets should mean a 7 
per cent fuel saving at cruising 
altitude, Klineberg said. Part of 
the air flow over the horizontal 
wing strikes in such a way that the 
winglet “catches” it and converts 
it to a lifting force, he explained. 


Surface roughness as small as a 
thousandth of an inch causes 
smooth flow to become turbulent, 
as do rivets and other fasteners, 
used to connect metal sheets in the 
skin of wings today. 


But plastic composites, such as 
graphite fibers held together with 
epoxy glues, can be fabricated into 
wing surfaces that promise lami- 
nar flow over 6 per cent of the 
wing, Klineberg said. 


Wind tunnel tests on full-scale 
wingiets for the Boeing 747 will be 
conducted this year. 


While wings are mostly to 
blame, fuselages cause 25 per cent 
of total drag at cruise heights.

right with no apologies or explanations whatsoever. He commenced 
with his new rhetoric as easily as though h were a catchy new tune 
promoting soap.

As he struts through the land, he trails these beauties behind him, 
and there is a certain kind of Americano, particularly numerous in 
the jiress corps, who hears this gibbering and swoons. Few guffaws

are heard. You live under a tyranny of humorless minds. Brown 
proves it. 

Study bis records. He is all restless ambition. If he has any charac- 
ter at all it is the character of a vague and moping puritan. To him has 
accrued the smudge of bay area bizarrerie, but what little else there is 
to him is mere wowser: a stem prig, scowling at the voluptuaries of 
this world and intent in putting them under his thumb. Is he not a 
renowned scold of tobacco in public places? An uneasy observer of 
science and the motorcar? We know where he stands on macrobioti- 
cally cooked vegetables. Where does he stand on dancing, or eating 
between meals? Does he ever take in the pleasures of the movie 
house or a back cantata? My guess is no. He is already on record as 
believing that “anyone who has time to shine his shoes ins't doing the 
important things in life.”

Like Ralph Nader, Brown is another of those weird 1 960s puritans 
full of vigor and bile. In all the hagiographic books that have been 
written about him, never is there a suggestion of a genial moment, a 
convivial lapse. He is intense, abrasive, remote and sullen. He misses 
appointments, forces himself upon others and abuses employees. 

Brown once promised voters that be would simultaneously move to 
the lefy and the right. He could do this because he embraces the most 
misanthropic traits of both. He is a skinglint, thus soothing the right. 

He takes obvious pleasure in abusing middle-class pieties; thus the 
left is satisfied. One of the ineluctable lessons of the 1 960s and 1 970s 
is that once one has opened the public schools to meetings of a Huey 
Newton-El dridge Cleaver Defense Committee, or lowered state 
flags for the Kent State Four, the left’s passion for “fundamental 
change" is generally satisfied. An occasional outrage of middle-class 
dignity quenches leftist demands for reform just as thoroughly as a 
cut in welfare spending quiets the right’s rhetoric about personal 
liberty. These are things the Governor knows, and he knows little 
else. So how to explain his two terms in Sacramento and his attraction 
as a presidential candidate? 

Obviously, the American people have forsaken civics for a good 
show. And, as he was shown in the 1976 presidential race, they are 
not sickened by the wanton caresses of a shameless flatterer. Indeed, 
some may even be fetched by them. Moreover, vast hordes of semi- 
educated blanks have been graduated from the universities in the last 
decade, and they share Governor Brown’s pretensions. When be 
speaks in his argot of progress and mystical pishposh, they open their 
hearts to him. “Compassion," “caring," “progressKism," on and on 
ad nauseam; blood pressures rise, sweat bursts forth from rbe brow 
and the members of the constituency of conscience hurl down their 
fnsbees and prepare to march with him against the “vested inter- 
ests." That the Governor is always coy about revealing the identities 
of the “vested interests" has long been noted. And that he is still 
more coy about bow he will smite them is a matter vexing even to the 
constituency of conscience . But that he is an " activist” no one doubts. 

During his tenure in Sacramento, there have been prayer breakfasts 
featuring meditations on a “peyote, snakes and pregnant goats.”

MELBOURNE. March 16 (AP) 
— Australia’s middle-order bat- 
ting, largely responsible for 
Australia's defeat in the Ashes 
series against England, collapsed 
under the withering pace of fast 
bowler Sarfraz Nawaz to give 
Pakistan a 71 -run victory in the 
first Test here Thursday. 

Australia, set 382 to win Wed- 
nesday. had fought back into con- 
tention thanks to a magnificent 
partnership of Alan Border and 
Kim Hughes. 

Standing on 305 for the loss of 
only three wickets. Australia 
needed only 76 runs to clinch vic- 
tory. 

But the lanky Sarfraz. who had 
already accounted for openers 
David Whatmore and Andrew 
Hildith Wednesday devastated the 
Australians with pace and accu- 
racy to skittle out the innings for 
310. 


Sarfraz ended the day with the 
remarkable figuresof 9 for86 after 
taking the last seven Australian 
wickets at the pe rsunal cost of only 
one run. 

The defeat was a bitter disap- 
pointment to the Australians after 
laying the best foundation of a 
lamentable Test season Wednes- 
day when New South Wales skip- 
per Andrew Hildith posted a 62 . by 
far the biggest score of his Test 
career. 

Border, who started the day 
with 25. built up an imposing 105.

Graham Yallop. When Yallop was 
run out for eight, Kim Hughes 
joined Border to slash a confident 
84 before he too fell to Sarfraz.

VICENZA, Italy. March 16(R) 
— Inter Milan has joined the line 
of leading soccer dubs itching to 
sign Paolo Rossi, Italy's top 
striker, an Italian sports news- 
paper said Thursday.

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New budget upsets townspeople 

Cost of living soars in India 


NEW DELHI. March I6( AP) 
— To the dismay of India's city 
dwellers, living costs have taken 
an overnight jump in anticipation 
of tax increases not yet in effect. 

Angry letters to " The 
Economic Times” and other 
newspapers Wednesday 
denounced merchants and 
tradesmen for raising prices even 
before excise taxes in the new 
national budget have been 
approved by parliament, expected 
hv the end of March. 


Debt bill passed 
by U.S. House 


WASHINGTON March 16 
( AP) — The House of Represen- 
tatives has voted to raise the tem- 
porary U.S. government debt ceil- 
ing to S S30 billion, a level the 
administration of President 
Jimmy Garter sax-s is needed for 
the government to pay its bills. • 
The House Thursday approved 
the higher debt level 212-195 
after narrowly defeating an effort 
to tack on a requirement for a bal- 
anced budget by 1981. The bill 
was to go to the Senate. 


The budget, announced last 
week, contains a particularly stiff 
dose of taxation on products used 
by urban residents, part of the 
government’s new emphasis on 
assisting rural areas. 

Until the taxes actually go into 
effect, merchants can pocket the 
difference in price. 

Some gasoline stations declared 
themselves " out of stock " the 
day before the budget was 
unveiled. They “ were virtually 
flooded with petrol the next day ” 
with prices nearly 1 6 per cent 
higher, said one irate letter. 

Gasoline, already a costly 44 
cents per liter, jumped to5l cents. 
Cooking gas now costs eight per 
cent more while the price of a 
one-ton airconditioner has risen 
by $ 63 from S 1.162 to S 1,225. 

The budget makes special con- 
cessions for relatively affluent 
farmers which, critics say, are at 
the expense of India's urban mid- 
dle class. 

From Madras. " The Economic 
Times” newspaper reported that 
a survey of middle class families 
earning the equivalent of S 1 25 per 


month showed that monthly 
expenses would rise by 15 per 
cent. 

To add to their wives the city 
dwellers' transport bills are soar- 
ing. 

Last weekend, taxi drivers in 
New Delhi and othercities refused 
to operate in protest against the 
gasoline price increases and 
demanded a fare raise. 


EEC urges 
wide mining 
investments 

Brussels, March 16 (AP) — 
The European Common Market 
Commission has called for urgent 
and intensive mining investments 
in developing countries. 

European Commissioner for 
Development Oark Cheysson 
told reporters Thursday both

L Three hearts. Even 
though partner's two heart bid 
indicates basically a mini- 
mum opening bid, there is stfll 
a chance for game. True, you 
have less than an opening bid 
and partner seems to have 
minimum values — and it 
usually takes the equivalent of 
two opening bids to make a 
game — still your K-Q of 
trumps are worth a point or 
two more than their face value 
and therefore 'suggest a 
possibility of game. 

2. Two uotrnmp. There is a 
reasonable chance far game 
here also, despite North's 
signaS. However, the best you 
can do is invite partner to go 
on. If yoo had the jack of dubs 
instead of the four, you 
wouldn't ask partner to bid 
three notrump: you’d bid ft 
yourself. 

3. Four hearts. Here you 
have only 9 high-card points, 
but the chance for game ia 
better than in either of the 
preceding hands. You have 


iota of playing tricks, and 
these are usually more im- 
portant than high-card print 
count. 

It's not easy to visualize a 
hand that partner could have 
where he'd lose four tricks. 
This criterion is often sub- 
stituted for point count in 
distributional bands. 

4. Pass. Here there ia almost 
no hope for game opposite an 
opening bid of ttu» TTirn'inmin 
class, and the wisest thing to 
do is pass. Although your 
spade response might have 
been based on a weaker hand 

— let's say 6 points instead of 9 

— that is not a good argument 
for bidding again to daw 
those unexpressed values. 
Partner will see than as soon 
as your hand comes down as 
dummy. 

5. Foar hearts. It is surely 
unusual to jump-raise with 
only two trumps, but they're 
of excellent quality and should 
be treated as fully adequate 
support far a suit that partner 
has bid twice. Besides, you 
want to be sure to get to game 
with your 15 bigb-card paints, 
and there's simply no better 
bid available. 

A jump to three notrump, 
which is a possible alter- 
native, should be avoided 
because you have rather 
inadequate strength in the 
unhid suits. containing 
primary strength (aces and 
kings) usually lend than* 
selves much better to suit play 
than notrump play.

Common Market founder dies at 91 


PARIS, March 1 6 (AP) — Jean 
Monnet, the man known as tbe 
“ Father of Europe. ** died Friday 
at his home near Montfort 
L'Amaury, sources at the head- 
quarters of the European 
Economic Community reported. 
He was 91. 

Monnet. a political economist, 
was the key figure in the' drive to 
bind the free European nations 
economically and politically, but 
during his long career he con- 
stantly shunned the limelight. 

His first major step toward 
European unit) 1 was a six-nation 
pool of coal and steel resources, 
formally setup in 1 95 1 Seven years 
later it became known as the 
European Economic Community. 

Monnet was never a member of 
a government, but was, as Ameri- 
can author Theodore White called 
him. “ a broker of ideas. '* He 
brought statesmen together by 
demonstrating how his ideas were 
in the interest of those concerned, 
perasting when leaders resisted or 
hesitated. 

Monnet was born in the town of 
Cognac on Nov. 9, 1888, the son 
of a distinguishe d French distiller. 
He abandoned the idea of a uni- 
versity education and instead went 
to Canada to sell his father's cog- 
nac, aperiod be has described as 
invaluable background for bar- 
gaining. 


In 1919 he became deputy sec- 
retary general of the League of 
Nations. He gradually expanded 
his experiences and contacts, 
reorg anizin g the Chinese railways, 
floating international loans and 
handling legal entanglements. As 
a broker on Wall Street, be made a 
fortune and then lost it in the 1 929 
crash. . 

Monnet rarely took direct polit- 
ical action, but developed the art 
of making friends and influencing 
people. For five decades, be 
counted leaders of the free world 


nations among his dose personal 
friends. Presidents Franklin 
Roosevelt. Dwight Eisenhower 
and John Kennedy, Gen. George 
Marshall, Generalissimo diiang 
Kai-Shek, British Prime Ministers 
from Winston Churchill to 
Edward Heath, and French lead- 
ers from Charles de Gaulle to Val- 
ery Giscard cf Estaing liked and 
admired him and turned to him for 
advice. 

Monnet developed the 
revolutionary theory that culmi- 
nated in the Common Market : 


that nation-states can cooperate 
effectively only to the extent that 
they abandon parts of the 
sovereignty to a joint authority. 

Monnefs vision of a unified 

Europe is still taking shape. 

Direct elections are scheduled 
for 'June to choose a parliament 
representing 260 million Euro- 
pean citizens from nine nations. 


European leaders have 
implemented a joint monetary 
system, using the currency unit 
“ the Ecu. " 


Volunteer call -up condemned 

U.K. clinics face all-out strike 


LONDON, March 16 (R) — 
Angry hospital workers warned 
Britons of an all-out strike next 
week following the government’s 
decision in a Dow volunteer help at 
strike-hit hospitals. 

British Health Minister David 
Ennak said Thursday that hospi- 
tals should feel free to call in vol- 
unteers in the face of industrial 
action. 

Over the past month the 
National Union of Public Emp- 
loyees (NUPE) has called out 
thousands of hospital workers in 
support of a 40 per cent pay rise 


leaving only a few staff on duty to 
enable hospitals to deal with 
emergencies. 

But, at a meeting Thursday 
nigh t, angry union officials voted 
to stop up action by calling out the 
remaining workers — porters, 
cooks and cleaners — on an all- 
out strike starting next Wednes- 
day. 

London hospitals have not used 
volunteers during tbe dispute 
arguing that it would only make 
the already strained relations with 
the trade unions worse.

Finisterre slowly alive after Amoco Cadiz 


PORTS ALL, France, March 1 6 
(R) — Winter storms have at last 
sunk the rusting hulk of the 
Amoco Cadiz, and the sea view 
from this Finisterre fishing port is 
as idyllic now as it was before tbe 
fully-laden supertanker ran on to 
the PortsaD Reek a year ago. 

More than 200 kilometers of 
rugged coastline was polluted 
when the Liberian-registered ves- 
sel spewed out its entire 223,000- 
ton cargo of crude oil, fritting 
western Brittany's two staple 
industries — fishing and tourism. 

But just 12 months later, the 
Finisterre beaches are silvery 
white again, the fishing boats 
come and go with the tide and the 
region’s hotel and restaurant 
owners are preparing for the holi- 
day rush. 

But tbe apparent return to nor- 
mal has not effaced the bitter 
memories of that stormy night, 
when PortsaD residents woke up 
to the suffocating stench of the 
lapping on the beach and in the 
harbor. 

Throughout the summer, 
thousands of troops and volun- 
teers took part in a vast coastal 
cleaning operation, pumping oD 
from the water and scraping 
beaches and harbor bottoms with 
buckets and spades — agrotesque 
parody of the missing 
holidaymakers. 

There were almost 13 million 
fewer tourists in western Brittany 
last summer than in 1977. Even 
resorts untouched by the gigantic 
ofl slick reported wholesale can- 
cellations. 

Fish and seabirds died in their 
thousands, although a year later it 
seems that the damage to coastal 
fish stocks feD short of decimation. 

But some of Brittany’s main 


oyster beds were situated in the 
two deep “ abers " or inlets just 
above PortsaD. and within hours 
of the wreck oil rendered the 
entire population inedible. 

The 1,000 tons of oysters in the 
abers either died or had to be des- 
troyed. 

The region's other main area,, 
the Bay of Moriaix. was polluted 
in its turn and there some 4,600 
tons of shellfish bad to be written 

oft. Experts say it will be two years 

before the beds are clean. 

Faced with the world’s worst 
man-made pollution disaster, 
local communities banded 


together to sue the supertanker’s 
owners, Amoco International, 
and its operators, SbeQ Interna- 
tional, for $ 500 miDion. 

“ We want tbe damages to be 
punitive, ’’ a local mayor said. 
“ We want to make sure they dis- 
suade anyone else wrecking their 
tanker on our shores. ” 

Brittany suffered heavy pollu- 
tion after the 1 967 Toney Canyon 
disaster off southwest England, 
and two tankers — Tbe greek- 
owned Olympic Bravely and the 
East German Bohlen — wrecked 
off FmisterTe in the two years 
before the Amoco Cadiz.

Indian minis ter hopeful

French writer Simone de 
Beauvoir is one of the founding 
members erf tbe committee, set up 
earlier this week, but she is 
thought probably too ill to come 
herself.

Panetta said Congress should at least insist on a “ frill and complete 
justification " of Carter's position that the weapons shipment is 
needed on an emergency basis. 

The Arms Export Control Act of 1976 gives Congress 30 days to 
veto any large arms sale, unless the president declares the sale is 
needed on an emergency basis because erf U.S. security interests. 
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Meanwhile, King Hussein cal- 
led on the nations of tbe world to 
shoW* understanding and give 
genuine support to the Palestinian 
people, saying they were suffering 
under Israeli occupation in the 
West Bank and Gaza.
